m e to vote for h im , that being election day. 
I told him th a t 1 had no right to vote in 
th is country, as I was an A m erican citizen; 
but he said I could if I w anted to. and in ­ 
sisted on m y voting. 
W hereupon 1 told 
him th a t I would not vote under auv con­ 
sideration. 
He then assigned m e aii arm 
and ordered m e to act as patrol 
T here 
being no danger of a revolt, invasion 
or any other disturbance.

cept it, and was sent to jail and have been 
in jail ever since w ithout having had a cent 
or an ything to eat from the a u ’horities.

A u im m ense crowd was present 
on the arrival of the train, w hich cheered 
lustily as Mr. O’B rien stepped on the plat­ 
form. 
An address of welcome was read by 
the President of th e N ational League at 
M ontreal. 
Mr. O’Brien, in reply, thanked 
his fellow countrym en for th eir’hearty re­ 
ception, and predicted, from this auspicious 
beginning, a success to his m ission. 
H e 
then w ent on to say : 
“ I come not to offer offense to any sec­ 
tion or class of the C anadian people, but 
quite the contrary. 
I come not to m eddle 
in Canadian affairs, not to deal w ith the 
career of Lord Lansdow ne as Governor- 
G eneral, but as the exterm inator of 500 
h um an beings. 
T his being a free country, 
we cannot exoect everybody to agree w ith 
us, b ut I betieve we have such strength, 
justice and t. u th upon our side th at when 
all have heard our story all will be con­ 
vinced, and th at Canada jieople will stretch 
out their hands and save the fives and 
properties of these 500 poor tenants of 
Luggacurran, for both are at this m om ent 
at your m ercy and in your hands. 
“T his is not the first tim e th at Canada has 
stood betw een the Irish people and their 
oppressors. 
O ur great leader, Parnell, has 
said he never again will beg the w orld for 
alm s for Irish landlordism . 
W e are now 
begging—not for alm s, but to enable us to 
uproot th at whole system of Irish lan d ­ 
lordism . W e do not come to ask for £50,000 
for charity any m ore, but to ask you to 
consider w hat Lord L ansdow ne is m aking 
of the £2,000 a year w hich you give, or 
which you enable him to get: and if th at 
be put to bad and in hum an use, we ask 
you to convey your censure on Lansdowne, 
as you have a perfect rig h t to do, as the 
free citizens of a self-governing nation. 
T he day you send Lord Lansdow ne hom e 
w ith the stam p of Canadian disaffection on 
his brow, you will enable us to laugh at 
coercion and strengthen» the arm s of G lad­ 
stone to pu t an end to evictions for all 
tim e.” 
Mr. O 'B rien then described th e incidents 
attending som e of the Lansdow ne evictions, 
in w hich the aged and infirm were throw n 
out of their cabins helpless in the snow 
and rain.

curran tenants were honest, peaceful and 
inoffensive as far as crim e is concerned. 
T he locality is sim ply stainless. 
D uring 
these barbarous evictions not a blow was 
struck, not a stone was flung, and w hat 
have these people ever done th at they 
should deserve to be robbed of hom e anil 
lan d ?” 
O'Brien closed w ith a glow ing picture of 
Ireland’s gratitude to Canada when hom e 
rule should be achieved, and was cheered 
again and again.

T here w ere severe frosts yesterday m orn­ 
ing aud th is m orning in theS onom a, Napa, 
Liverm ore, and Santa Clara valleys, and 
severe injury was done to m ost of the vine­ 
yards in those districts.

arrived from N apa valley last evening, said 
the vineyards w ere black from the frost, 
and to-day a message from Calistoga stated 
th a t all th e vineyards in the valley had 
been killed.

H elena, Santa Rosa, Liverm ore, San Jose, 
Sonom a and other points.

by those dealers and producers w ho have 
large stocks on hand. 
T»>-inorr<>\v Jo h n L. 
Beard and Ju an Gallegos of M ission San 
Jose will start on a tour of inspection 
through the N apa and Sonom a valleys. 
The}* will report the result of th eir obser­ 
vations to the Y itioultural Com m ission. 
T he frost at M ission San Jose last night 
was so severe as to kill all the bean plants 
in th e gardens. 
T he latest frosts ever 
know n in the vineyard districts of upper 
California in previous seasons was on the 
5th of M av.

EEGCLATING COMMERCE. 


The San Francisco Alta, replying to the 


R b c o r d -C n iO N , says the interstate law 
merely nationalizes the common law, and 
that it cannot he construed into a meas­ 
ure to prohibit commerce between States. 
Nobody cares what the possible construction 
of the law may Ire, so long as in effect it 
docs erect prohibitory’ 
barriers to free 
commerce between the States. T hat it 
does this is no longer an issue. T he fact 
stares tiie community in the fare that such 
is the result of the enforcement of the 
regulating statute. 
There is no distinction, of material 
value, between inhibiting commerce be­ 
tween the States, and putting a protective 
tariff upon commerce for the products and 
industries of some States, as against the 
products and industries of other States. 
If now it is true that the Act in effect 
works interstate protection, then it is un- 
American and flies in the very face of the 
great principal of unity of country 'and 
people and interests; indeed, it denation­ 
alizes the American idea. 
Let us see what evidences there are of 
its protective character. 
Passing argu­ 
m ent concerning the meanings of words 
and phrases, let us note how it is received 
by those it most immediately affects. 
In 
San Francisco 
manufacturers of goods 
which are sold at a rate established by the 
competition of like goods in other States 
welcome the law as a godsend. 
W hy? 
Because it enables them to exclude the 
products of manufacture of other States. 
I'nless they expected to raise the price of 
the home product to the consumer, there 
would he no rejoicing on their part. 
Here, 
then, it works protection to one manu­ 
facturer and the exclusion of another of a 
common country from a market theoreti­ 
cally free to entry by all. 
Again, the wool-growers in Ohio hail the 
law with delight, because, if rates obtain 
in accordance with the strict construction 
of the fourth section, California wool will 
no longer compete with the Buckeye prod­ 
uct. 
And so the actual protective charac­ 
ter of the measure is again exemplified. 
The raisin-curers in California find that 
under the law, which forces through rail­ 
road freights to the level of local charges, 
their occupation is gone. 
For here is an 
industry producing in excess of the home 
demand, and to which an outlet is abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
As a consequence, the 
foreign im porter of raisins on the A tlantic 
voast is freed from the competition of the 
California grower, and again the consumer 
is made to sutler on that side, and the pro­ 
ducer on this. 
That is to say. a low 
through discrim inating rate brought the 
raisin-curers’ growths in California to the 
doors of the New York m arket; it annihi­ 
lated distance and intensified competition. 
But the necessitated through high rate not 
only restores distance, but so far as the 
raisin-growcrs are concerned substitutes 
bull teams, and ships and steamers *■ the 
Ilom around,” for the most convenient 
and speedy method of transi>ortation that 
modern inventive genius has given to man. 
Again, white lead made in California, 
under the former rule competed with that 
from St. Liiii-, and there was no possibility 
ofmonojxtly of the trade. 
But under the 
fourth section of the law, the rate on 
white lead from St. Louis to California ad­ 
vanced from $17 to $47, and this amount­ 
ed in arithm etical nicety to precisely a pro­ 
tective tariff-in behalf of white lead m anu­ 
facturers in California of $30 per ton. 
In 
other words there was erected a barrier 
$30 high and $30 thick, over which or 
through which the Eastern manufacturer 
must come before the California consumer 
can be reached. 
Now the California pro­ 
ducer is benefited by the barrier unques­ 
tionably, but how is it with the consumer 
who has the Americans’ inalienable right 
to buy at as low a figure as he can of 
American producers and where lie jileases 
w ithin the bounds of the nation, 
llow 
about the producer of white lead at the 
E ast who has the inalienable right to sell 
in the California m arket at as low a rate 
as he chooses? 
And again nail goods made here come 
in competition with nail goods of the 
Last, but the law protects the California 
jiroducer just $1 SO per 100 lbs. 
If the 
protection thus afforded is broken down, it 
must be done by using, the long water 
route haul, and if that is done the water 
route is protected as agaiust tiie rail route 
which is discriminated again-t. 
If this is 
“ free commerce” between States as con­ 
templated in the union of States, we fail to 
comprehend the meaning of the term. 
And this destruction of the vital princi- 
jile of all trade, competition, is a derange­ 
ment of commerce in which the consumer 
is the chief sufferer. Turn it as one inav, 
look at it in all possible lights, and the 
fellow who eats and wears clothing, and 
jiuts a rool over his head, or a plough 
share into the ground, pays for the piping 
of the law. 


THE TEPTH OF^THE MATTES. 


The Plumas Aariona/ and the (.ireenville 
Bulletin, speaking for the hydraulic miners 
of Plumas, lose their tempers and their 
heads in heated replies to the statements 
of Messrs. Bassett and Riggins. 
These 
gentlemen allege that by threat and men­ 
ace they were driven from Plum as county 
where they went by direction of the Uni­ 
ted States Engineer in charge of river 
improvement in California, and by author­ 
ity of the U nited States District Attorney 
and U nited States M arshal, to ascertain 
w hether the law was lieiug infringed jiro- 
hibiting dejKi.-ition of hydraulic mining 
washings in the tributaries of the navi­ 
gable rivers. 
The m anner in which our 
contemporaries rail a t Riggins and Bassett 
• is something to make th e flesh crawl. The 
apjK-r.ls for sympathy for men defending 
th eir homes and jiroperty arc strong and 
piteous, and the language employed in 
denunciation of the valley anti-debris jieo- 
ple is of a character to set the teeth on 
edge. 
I t is ju st as well to divest *11 this mat­ 
ter of heat and temper and look at itcoollv 
and dispassionately. 
The sum and sub­ 
stance of the pleading of the Naturia/ and 
the Bulletin may lie thus condensed ; “ Onr 
people are law-abiding; our community is 
one of the most peaceful and orderly fo 
the State. We do not violate the law re­ 
ferred to, for our mining is all conducted 


®n a small scale and ia W remote from the 
rivers th at it docs them no harm . We 
have not and will not resist duly author­ 
ized officers in the discharge of their du­ 
ties, but 1 spies’ we detest, and it Is a 
dangerous quarter for them, for we are but 
human. 
‘ Spies’ 
come in for personal 
profit, stir up strife, put our jieojile to 
great exjiense in defending suits, and they 
misrepresent facts to the people of the val­ 
ley and to the Courts. Bassett and Riggins 
lie- 
Finally, neither Captain Paysom nor 
the officials of the U nited States Courts 
have authority to -cud deputies to ‘ spy* 
upon miners. 
T heir alleged deputies bore 
letters of direction and authority purport- 
iog to be w ritten by Captain Payson, but 
we have no means of knowing that th e 
letters are authentic. 
And if they are, 
neither Cajitain Payson, nor any one else, 
can depute the men as claimed, for they 
did not come to serve the process of any 
C o u rt; they were not discharging any 
official duty.” 
W hoever has examined this defense 
closely will oltserve that it is technical. It 
amounts to this: “ Pursue us for violating 
the law if you please, but you shall not 
view the ground to ascertain if the charge 
that we are defying the Courts Is true or 
not.” Obviously such a defense amounts 
to a denial of any jiursuit whatever. 
If it 
is true that the hydraulic miners of P lu­ 
mas are not violating the law, as they al­ 
lege, then 
they have nothing to fear 
from inquiry or the jiresence of an army 
of officials. 
But if they deny the right 
to inquire, they close the door to any pur­ 
suit of offenders. 
It is not possible to is­ 
sue jirocess against an offender until it is 
known that he is such. 
The word “ sp y ” is used w ith frequency 
and in terms of ojiprobrium. 
Now, what 
is a hydraulic mining spy? One who 
secretly and by disguise seeks to procure 
knowledge of the doings of another, and 
w ithout authority recognized by the law. 
Now Messrs. Bassett and Riggins did not 
enter Plum as county secretly. 
They went 
in openly, stating their j.urpose and ex­ 
hibiting their credentials and instructions, 
given by officials upon whom is incumbent 
the duty of ascertaining the facts in the 
m atter of charges made. 
Moreover, as a 
private citizen—if it is admitted, for argu­ 
ment’s sake, that Captain Payson could not 
dejiute Mr. Bassett—the latter has the 
right to travel freely and uninterruptedly 
through any county of the State. 
If Mr. 
Iiigglns was not a Deputy United States 
M arshal, if he jiersonated an officer, he 
is amenable to the law, and the punish­ 
ment for such a crime is severe. 
Air. Riggins we do not know ; but as for 
Air. Bassett, we do know th at lie is a 
young man of unquestioned truthfulness 
in the community where he resides; that 
he is a man of honor and an engineer of 
intelligence, capacity and promise, and 
that he is the regularly dejiuted repre­ 
sentative of the Engineering Corjis of the 
Army of the United States. 
For all pur­ 
poses of exam ining into the condition of the 
rivers and their tributaries, and of ascer­ 
taining if any persons were engaged in 
filling them w ith hydrauling mining de­ 
bris, he was Captain Payson and the W ar 
Department and the Government of the 
U nited States. 
The threat and menace 
to him was against the Government itself. 
W hen a jiortion of the peojile of Plumas 
prevented his inquiry, and prevented him 
from exam ining w hether or not hydraulic 
miners were violating the law, they com­ 
m itted a grave offense and became law­ 
breakers. 
T hat is the long and short of 
the whole m atter. 


N o t h i n g of local effort would do Sacra­ 
mento more good than a “ boom” of road 
building. 
W e ought to make at least 
three of our main roads into the country 
perfect “ alamedas” of beauty, and such 
drives as would be famous. 
The planting 
of trees along these roadsides, and the 
improvement of the roadways would in­ 
volve the outlay of some money, but in­ 
side of three years it would return doubled. 
A bad road is a wall th at excludes trade- 
a good road is an incentive to trade in a 
market town. A bail road discourages all 
business related to horses, vehicles and 
their fittings ; a good road stim ulates all 
kinds of business to which it leads. 
And 
by the way we c.tn have good roads lead­ 
ing out of Sacramento at less cost than any 
county in the State. 


THE DERBY. 


T hkre is no city in the State better 
situated for inviting to the country about 
her a desirable class of immigration 
W ithin an area compassed by thirty miles 
around Sacramento there is room for 
twenty thousand new homes, and fine land 
enough to make every home independent. 


T i i e assurance that the line of railroad 
from this city to Shingle Springs is to be 
pushed on to Plaeerville at once, is good 
news for Sacramento. 
Jt means the.elim i­ 
nation of distance between E l Dorado’s 
wealth and Sacramento’s m arket. 


If the boom is to strike N orthern Cali­ 
fornia, it will lie because we provoke the 
blow. 
But how much provocation has 
been given compared to that Southern 
California has to her credit ? 


C a lif o r n ia furnishes th e h u lk cl' can n ed 
fruits, but if rates arc sustained, as re q u ire d bv 
th e in terstate com m erce hill, th e pack ers in th e 
E ast w ill hav e a m onopoly.—Eastern diejiateh. 
Precisely. 


I n te r sta te C o m m e r c e E x p r e s s io n s . 
Some of the enthusiastic Pacific slopers 
are anticipating great things in conse­ 
quence of this protection of coast m anu­ 
factures. They think they see in the near 
future a great m anufacturing boom, and 
talk about “ a great roaring trade ” with 
all creation, in true occidental style. They 
do not take account of the fact that while 
they may be benefited to some extent they 
must necessarily be benefited at the ex­ 
pense of their neighbors, who will have to 
pay more for manufactured goods. They 
jxHir forth fierce denunciations upon rail­ 
road monopolists, but fail to observe that 
they are themselves monopolists, and are 
jubilant because the law promises to give 
them a monopoly. And they wholly ig­ 
nore the fact that numerous interests they 
are preparing to lleece will be direetlv anil 
very greatly injured by the law—the'fruit, 
wool, lumber, and wood manufacturing in­ 
terests, for ltisiance—and will not be such 
fleecy shearing hereafter unless they are 
relieved from the operation of the law.— 
( 7i icago Times. 
It is a difficult m atter to understand in 
what manner the Pacific coast is to be bene­ 
fited by the interstate commerce law. Rail­ 
road and people alike unite in condemning 
it. 
Were it possible for manufacturing in­ 
dustries to grow to such proportions that 
tbere would be borne consumption for ail 
our products, then it might benefit us. But 
this is entirely out of question. California 
raisins were beginning to obtain such a 
bold ou the Eastern market as to drive the 
foreign product from the field. The long- 
haul tariff'will thus ruin one of our lead­ 
ing industries. 
D uring last season train 
after train of fruits were shipped East. This 
cannot now be done. It is urged that the 
wool industry will be aided by the law ; 
this is imp-xsaible. 
The Canadian Pacific 
Railway can and will deliver the products 
of Eastern manufacturers on our shores at 
prices weeannot compete with. The long- 
haui law is premature and unwise, and 
cannot possibly stand. Its result will be 
to favor a foreign railway at the expense 
of our own, which is obviously unjust. A 
trial will convince th~ Commission of tire 
fallacy of their action.—Inyo Independent.

L o u i s v i l l e , May 11th.—The bay colt 
Montrose, son of Duke of Montrose, dam 
Patti, wins the great Kentucky Derby. It 
was not a great race, but it was a jiretty 
one. The time, 2:301, makes a poor com­ 
parison with Ben A li’s last year, when the 
latter lowered the Derby record to 2:361 
after a magnificent contest, but it is not 
bad. The weather in the m orning looked 
a little threatening, and at 2 o clock aslight 
shower fell. It lasted only a few minutes 
though, and did not atfect the track in the 
least. 
Long before the first drop fell streams of 
vehicles 
and 
street-cars, 
packed and 
crammed, had filled Churchill Downs with 
an immense throng, second in numbers 
only to tbe memorable gathering at the 
Tenbroeck-Mollie McCarthy race. 
The 
field was open to the public, and it looked 
like about one-half of the big common­ 
wealth of Kentucky had been dumped 
down there. In the grand stand the gay 
costumes of ladies at the north end, and 
the iiuttering of their fans, afforded a pleas­ 
ant contrast to the mass of humans jiacked 
together like sardines over all the other 
space available. 
There must have been 
20,000 people present. 


PRELIM IN ARY RACES. 
General Robinson, of Lexington, Colonel 
Green, of St. Louis, and Colonel M. Lewis 
Clark were the Judges. 
Tbe horses got 
otf in good order, without much trouble. 
The first race was for maiden two-year- 
olds, and there were seven starters. 
Cast- 
steel won in the fast time of 1:034. The 
distance was five-eighths of a mile. 
The second race, a mile and a quarter, 
was won handily bv Alontana Regent in 
2:114. 
TH E GREAT EVENT. 
The crowd grew nervous W’aiting for the 
event of the day, and there was a m urm ur 
of applause when Colonel Clark rang the 
bell lor the Derby. Jim Gore was first out 
of the paddock. H e galloped by the stand 
slowly, and was greeted with cheers. 
His 
forefeet were wrapped with red tlannel, 
and he ajipeared stiff-. 
Pendennis came 
next. The dark brown Californian looked 
well and attracted much attention. When 
Banburg appeared, however, lie was greeted 
with loud cheers, showing where most of 
the money was. 
H e looked fit, and his 
backers were confident. The friends of 
Pendennis were also quite enthusiastic. 
Lucky Baldwin had said before the race 
that he was a better horse than Goliah, and 
that was conclusive enough to m any who 
got w ithin range of the circulation "of the 
statement. Out of the original 11Í) entries 
there were omy seven started. 
These 
were: Banburg, who was ridden by Blay­ 
lock. Jacobin (Stovall), Clarion (Arnold), 
Montrose (Lewis), Pendennis (M urphv), 
Jim Gore (Fitzpatrick), and Ban Yan 
(Godfrey). 
The jiost odds were: 7 to 1 against Ban­ 
burg, 4 to 1 Jacobin, 15 to 1 Clarion, 15 to 1 
Montrose, 8 to 1 Pendennis, 3 to 1 Jim Gore, 
7 to 1 Ban Yan. 
The distance was one 
mile and a half. 
They started out of the chute, and Billy 
Cheatham, of Nashville, who sent them 
off, had only to drop his flag once in vain. 
The second time, after a breathless silence, 
“ They're off” went np simultaneously 
from thousands of throats in the grand 
stand. 
Jacobin led off, followed closely 
by Ban Yan and Montrose, with the rest 
in a bunch. 
As they swerved into the 
stretch Ban Yan leaped to the front, and 
Montrose maintained a good second and 
Jacobin third. Down the stretch tbe w’hole 
of them closed up beautifully, Montrose 
keeping well to the front all the time. 
As 
they came down past the grand stand a 
great shout rose as thev flew by in the 
order named—Montrose, Jacobin, Ban Yan, 
Jim Gore, Pendennis, and Clarion. Jim Gore 
seemed to be taking things easy, main- 
ing 
his 
position 
past 
the 
qnarter, 
where Montrose still led Banvan. and the 
other son of King Ban third.' Pendennis 
was sixth, and Jacobin had dropped back 
to the last jilace. _At the end of the mile 
the positions were not materially changed. 
Jim Gore seemed to falter, but gathered 
himself and moved up to third place at the 
three-quarter pole. There Mo'ntrose still 
led, Banvan alongside, Jim Gore and Ban­ 
burg 
second. 
They whirled into 
the 
stretch, and Fitzpatrick was seen to be 
urging the popular son of Hindoo. 


THE CALIFORNIAN QUITS. 
As they came around the turn, Penden­ 
nis threw up his tail and gave up. He 
seemed to be clear out of form, and ran a 
miserable race from the beginning to the 
end. 
Montrose still led, to the sur­ 
prise of all. Fitzpatrick had been in­ 
structed to win with Jim Gore, if he had 
to kill the colt, and as he laid on the lash 
in the stretch the horse was plainly seen 
to be limping. Lewis gave Montrose the 
rein, as it was nip-ar,d-tuck between the 
two for a moment, but the former held on 
nobly, and passed under the string, the 
winner by two lengths, Jim Gore second. 
He had led with apparent ease from the 
grand stand without a touch of the whip, 
and looked able to go another quarter! 
Jacobin was third, Banburg (the favorite) 
fourth, Clarion fifth, Ban Yan sixth, and 
Pendennis last. 
Jim Gore was limping terribly at the 
finish. It is thought he will never be able 
to start again. Montrose is owned by 
I.abold Bros., of Cincinnati, and was bred 
by Milton Young, at the McGrathiana 
Stud Farm . The tim e was 2:391. The 
timers were W. S. Barnes, Ed. Corrí "in 
and B. C. Thomas.

George Giesendorfer is 
building a hotel at New England Mills, and 
tbe Snooks brothers are planting and im ­ 
proving forty acres near the station, and if 
the other land-owners were equally enter­ 
prising these hills would soon be the home 
of a prosperous community. 
Therefore, wake up, you men of land, 
and go to work ; fix up your places ; jilanl 
trees of all kinds about your houses; make 
your homes look as though there is lile and 
ambition there, ami you will soon realize a 
profit on the investment. Flowers, shrubs 
and evergreens cost but little besides a 
small am ount of labor, and how cosy and 
tasty they make a home look. 
Besides, a 
nice home shows not only enterprise but 
refinement, a commodity that is worth 
propagating and cultivating in any station 
in life ; besides, it will pay. Try it.

In other words, there are agents’ 
agents, who are little suspected of being 
such.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


T o d h n n te r's F in a n c ia l 
E m b a rra s s m e n t. 
A dispatch from W innemucca of the 10th 
instant says : “ W. B. Todhunter, of Sacra­ 
mento, one of the largest land and cattle- 
own ers of this and (¡rant county, Oregon, 
has assigned or sold his property to Hayes, 
Garrick A Co., of Oakland. The land com­ 
prises 170,000 acres in Oregon and a ranch 
on the Humboldt, near this town, and the 
cattle are estimated at 50,000. The liabili­ 
ties are said to be $400,000.” 
A reporter of 
the San Francisco Examiner called on 
Henry Hayes, at his residence in Oakland, 
in search of information in regard to the 
business complications of Mr. Todhunter. 
Sir. Hayes said it was true that the affairs 
of that gentleman had become somewhat 
involved, and that for some tim e past some 
of Todhunter’s creditors had been carrying 
him . On the 14th of April Todhunter had 
made a transfer of property to Haves &Co., 
of Oakland, and Singletary, of San Jose, 
the principal creditors, to secure them 
against loss. They were now conducting 
his business andpayingall demands. Mr. 
Hayes declined to make any statem ent of 
the am ount of Todhunter’s debts, but said 
that the properly was more than double 
the am ount of the liabilities. The property 
deeded over consists of about 100,000 acre3 
of grazing ranges in Grant and Baker 
counties, Oregon, and 40,000 head of stock. 
Todhunter has also interests in Yolo coun­ 
ty, where he resides. 
H e is well known 
in Nevada, and has been quite prom inent 
in politics. 
Todhunter is also the owner 
of several racehorses. Mr. Hayes says that 
the present embarrassment is only tempo­ 
rary, and that as soon as the creditors' 
claims have been satisfied, the property 
will be reconveyed to Todhunter, who is 
now in Nevada.

J. E. Dixon, who several years ago was 
proprietor of the Crescent City Hotel, J 
street, between Sixth and Seventh (the site 
now occupied by the Clarendon House ), re­ 
moved to Tucson, Arizona, and lias been 
conducting the Russ House in that city.

pears that he left Tucson with a team to 
visit a mine in which he was interested, 
but lost the road and wandered about for 
days.

Mrs. Dixon and daughter 
started for home on the 11:30 v. M. train 
yesterday.

THE HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


R e p o rt a n d R e m a rk s U p o n th e S u b ject 
by D r. G . G . T y rre ll. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of H ealth, has the following to say 
relative to the health of the State during 
the m onth of A pril and concerning dis­ 
eases : 
The mortality for the month of April, as 
reported from sixty-four cities and towns, 
with an estimate»i population of 580,350, 
was 790, or at the rate of 1 3 per thousand 
per m onth—same percentageas last month, 
and a continued indication of the absence 
of epidemic disease. 
_ 
Reports received from eighty-six locali­ 
ties in various parts of the State continue 
to show a very gratifying condition of the 
public health. The meteorological reports 
show an atmospheric condition favorable 
fo those suffering from pulmonary disease, 
hence the marked decrease in the preva­ 
lence of pneumonia, bronchitis and kindred 
affections. 
Sniall-pox, we are pleased to learn, is 
now, most piobably, effectually repressed 
in Los Angeles and vicinity, by the united 
efforts of the medical profession and the 
immediate and decisive measures taken by 
the State Board of H ealth—by its advice 
being promptly accepted and acted upon by 
the Mayor and county authorities, and dili­ 
gently and successfully carried into opera­ 
tion by the unrem itting attention and ex­ 
ecutive ability of the Health Officer, Dr. 
M. Hagan, and his assistant. There is no 
doubt whatever that if vaccination, as ad­ 
vised by this Board, bad not been syste­ 
matically enforced, a severe epidemic of 
small-pox would have decimated the city. 
The further precamion taken by the State 
Board, in having all trains leaving the in ­ 
fected district inspected by competent medi­ 
cal officers, undoubtedly confined the dis­ 
ease within a limited area, and prevented 
its dissemination throughout the State, 
thus saving hundreds of lives and thou­ 
sands if not. millions of dollars. No new 
cases of small-pox have appeared in Los 
Angeles for three weeks, and those lately 
affected are convalescent. In San Diego 
there were seven cases in the hospital, but 
they are now convalescent. One case ap­ 
peared in Cucamonga, but is also convales­ 
cent. There were three cases of small-pox 
developed in 
San Francisco, from the 
steamer City 
of 
Sydney, which 
were 
promptly quarantined in the Small-pox 
Hospital, and no extension of the disease is 
apprehended. 
These cases comprise all 
that are known to exist in the State. 
Cholera is reported in Panama. It there­ 
fore becomes the duty of the State Board of 
Health to utter a note of warning to all, 
and impress upon the community that the 
only real safeguanl against cholera is per­ 
fect cleanliness of person, habitation and 
surroundings, pure water and pure air. 
Any constant exposure of the person to 
smells, be they pleasant or unpleasant, is 
deleterious to health, by tending to reduc­ 
tion of the vital powers and thus becoming 
the precursors of disease. Nalure exacts 
the utmost penalty for infractions of the 
laws of health, and no am ount of ignor­ 
ance is ever accepted by her as a reason 
why the infraction of these laws should 
not be followed by their natural conse­ 
quences. The history of cholera in Europe 
lias convincingly shown that it is in insan­ 
itary places that the disease has invariably 
prevailed, those places kept scrupulously 
clean entirely escaping. We must see that 
our drains, sewers, cesspools and outhouses 
are thoroughly cleansed and purified, as 
foul air from such sources lias been drawn 
into houses from great distances. Dr. F. 
De Chaumont relates a case where foul air 
from a cesspool was sucked into a house a 
distance of twenty-seven feet. We cannot, 
therefore, be too careful to have all such 
sources of pollution removed and tlicir 
receptacles disinfected. 
We trust Health 
Boards anil Health Officers will heed this 
warning, as danger is im m inent and we 
cannot afford to give such a fatal disease as 
cholera any advantage. 
Remember, its 
prevention is almost assured by perfect 
sanitation; its advent is solicited by filth, 
decomposition and defilement of every de­ 
scription. It is erroneously supposed that 
cholera cannot exist wbere the temperature 
is not over 70° and the nights are cool. 
This fallacy, if believed, may lead to disas­ 
trous consequences, as it is well known 
that cool, or even cold nights, will not kill 
the bacilli of cholera. It prevailed in Mos­ 
cow with a temperature of 4° Fahrenheit, 
and in Orenberg it was epidemic witii a 
temperature of 22° Fahrenheit. In fact, 
the history of cholera lias proven that cli­ 
matic influences play but a secondary part 
in the development of the disease, and that 
it has prevailed with destructive virulence 
in many parts of the workl where the 
temperature is many degrees below that 
found in Southern or Central California. 
Extrem e cold may for a time retard the 
proliferation of the cholera germ, but does 
not kill it. If cholera once gains admission 
into our State, any reliance placed upon 
sucli safeguards as temperate days and cool 
nights, instead of temperate living and 
clean dwellings, will be ruthlessly and 
rapidly dispelled.

W h a t A re T h ey ? 
A. A elernian brought down from Ma­ 
rysville yesterday two birds of singular ap­ 
pearance, killed by a hunter in that vicin­ 
ity. Tiiev are now at Eckliardt’s, and 
have attracteii much attention, as no one 
who has looked at them can say that he 
has ever seen anything of the kind before. 
They are believed to be male and female. 
The former, considerably larger than the 
other, is about as large as a robin-snipe, 
while the other is but little larger than the 
largest sandpiper. Their bills, an inch and 
one-half ana an inch and one-quarter in 
length, respectively,. resemble that of the 
latter bird, and the smaller one in general 
srpearance looks like a sandpiper, but 
differs in tbecolor of the feathers about the 
head. The male bird is nure white on top 
of the head ami face, with a black stripe 
down the sides of the face and neck, ming­ 
ling at the base of the neck with feathers 
of a reddish brown, like those on the neck 
of a mountain quail. The back is covered 
with feathers of dove-color, mingled with 
the reddish brown, while the breast feath­ 
ers are white. The female's head is not as 
white as its mate's, but has the sam estripe, 
and its back and breast are about the same 
color as a sandpiper's.

Here is a 
city that grows in population with unerr­ 
ing regularity. From this abode there is 
no emigration ; people of all ages, whole 
families, communities, and in the course 
of time the entire population of nations 
and the world are laid away by those who, 
in their turn, must follow them. These 
thoughts crowd through one’s brain, causes 
us to think how insignificant is man, 
how short is life, a mere drop in the ocean, 
a speck of sand in the glass of Father Time, 
a mere one-day’s setting of the sun as com- 
paretl to the countless ages since creation.

Helvetia Cemetery the other day disclosed 
the fact that in Sacramento at least the 
memory of the departed are held dear by 
the living, for a better kept burial place for 
the dead cannot be found in the State. 
Nicholas Mohns, the gentleman in charge, 
has had long experience in the business, is 
the right man in the right place, and lots 
left to his care are ever presentable—the 
grass, shrubs anti flowering plants kept 
green, growing and blooming. The entire 
cemetery has liad a complete cleaning up. 
Trees that had grown to such gigantic pro­ 
portions as to be undesirable and to detract 
from the beauty of the place, Lave been 
culled out, the weeds all mowed down, the 
ilriveways rounded up, and even the pau­ 
pers’ field has been so thoroughly put in 
onler that their graves can be easily distin­ 
guished, and the rude boards and inscrip­ 
tions in many cases renewed. The Hebrew 
Cemetery, a short distance from the New 
Helvetia, was also visited. This is a small 
inclosure containing a neat chapel.

T he disciples o f Izaak W al­ 
ton sh ou ld not fail to visit Mott and m ake 
it their headquarters w h ile they throw a 
fly over the M cCloud and capture the noted 
D o lly Varden trout. 
T h e scenery around M ott is grand in the 
extrem e, w h ile the country about it is rap­ 
id ly settlin g up, and interests developing 
fast w hich w ill soon m ake it an im portant 
business center. 
T h is is sh ow n by the 
im provem en ts already being 
m ade. 
A 
three-story hotel, w here every com fort can 
be found by th e hunter and angler, is 
being b u ilt by M essrs. Bacon and W elch, 
and stores and w arehouses are goin g un 
on all sides. 
M ineral springs are n u m erous through ­ 
ou t th is State, but few if any places boast 
o f a finer or m ore h ealth -givin g spring than 
that w h ich flow s from th e foot o f Eagle 
cliff, at M ott. 
T his, coupled w ith th e pure 
air, sp lendid clim ate and picturesque su- 
roundings, w ill insure M ott a h igh stand­ 
in g as a h ealth resort. 
B esides the agricultural productions of 
the neighborhood m uch business w ill be 
brought to M ott by the large forests of 
sugar-pine in th e im m ed iate neighborhood. 
Several saw -m ills are already at work, and 
the lum ber interests o f th e new tow n are 
very prom ising.
